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Churches'   roles  in  connunity  affairs  traditionally 
have  centered  around  the  concept  of  saving  souls.     Inter- 
tvjined  around  tliis  central  thene  has  been  the  teacliing  of 
a  rioral  code  that  would  allov:  nen  and  wonen  to  live  and 
interact  x\dth  one  another  in  a  nanner  acceptable  to  God  and 
leading  to  salvation.     Additionally,  the  church  has  acted  as 
a  conriunity  center  for  the  reinforcenent  of  religious  fellow- 
sliip  and  as  a  core  for  the  care  of  the  poor,  the  aged,  and 
the  handicapped  individuals  seeking  relief  xdth  those  whon 
they  share  religious  beliefs. 

In  turn,   governr.ients  (in  the  United  States)  have  r.iain- 
tained  a  '"hands-off"  policy  towards  the  churches,  a  policy 
reinforced  by  provisions  in  state  and  federal  constitutions 
providing  for  the  separation  of  church  and  state.     However, 
the  last  century  of  govornr.ient  in  Ar.ierica  has  seen  the  role 
of  tlie  provision  of  public  goods  and  services  expand  to  the 
provision  of  welfare,  hones  for  the  aged  and  crippled,  reha- 
bilitation progra2.is,  and  so  forth  -  a  role  formerly  provided 
through  reHgious/cocial  organization. 
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On  the  local  level,   tlus  "encroocluient"   of  govarni-.ent 
into  the  church's  traditional  role  has  led  in  sor.e  part  to 
conflict.     In  addition,  the  cliurch's  view  of  the  city  - 
particularly  ac  aet  foirth  in  the  Bible  -  has  been  one  of  a 
generator  of  sin,   degradation,   and  a  place  where  the  faithful 
are  lured  away  fron  basic  religious  tenants. 

Sone  religious  bodies,  being  basically  conservative  in 
nature,   generalize  the  evils  of  the  few  to  the  I'.any,   and  the 
control  of  local  activities  of  any  ^ven  church  nay  be  con- 
trolled by  the  decisions  nade  10,000  ;iles  away  by  soneone 
who  has  little  "foel"  for  local  probleriS  and  conditions. 

In  turn,   the  city  govemi.ient  sonetines  view  local 
religious  organizations  as  a  drag  on  the  progress  of  the 
corjAunity  as  a  whole.     Conservative  attitudes  spax-jned  in 
the  church  can  carry  over  to  civic  natters,   such  as  the 
decision  to  proceed  or  not  proceed  mth  an  urban  renewal 
project.     Churches,   as  centers  of  coniAinity  activities,  be- 
cone  traffic  generators  wliich  place  a  load  upon  the  trans- 
portation network  of  the  city.     Perhaps  nost  difficult  of  the 
conflicts  arising  between  city  and  church  is  the  established 
pattern  that,  wliile  the  city  riust  provide  police,   fire  pro- 
tection, water,  and  other  services  to  chiirch-owned  lands 
used  for  religious  purposes,  the  churc'.i  is  not  obligated  to 
pay  (property)  taxes  because  of  exei-ptions  generated  by  the 
"separation  of  church  and  state."     It  should  be  pointed  out, 
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however,  that  sone  religious  bodies  voluntarily  r.iake  payments 
in  lieu  of  taxes,  in  recognition  of  their  econori-c  respon- 
sibilities. 

In  recent  years,   churches  have  developed  certain  patterns 
of  action  which  have  caused  a  change  in  relationsliips  x.dth 
the  city.     Religiously-inspired  violence,   always  cyclic  in 
intensity,  is  increasing  in  city  battlefields,   as  lloslen 
fights  JeX'J  in  the  cities  of  the  Middle  East,  Protestant 
fights  Catholic  in  Ulster,  Ireland,   and  the  Black  Muslin 
fights  everyone   (and  other  r.ienbers  of  his  oTim  sect)  in 
Anerica.     The  churches  in  /u.ierica,   as  institutions,   are 
becordng  nore  and  i.iore  action  centers,  where  anti-war,   anti- 
draft,   and  anti-drug  prograns  are  vigorously  operated. 

Apparently  independent  of  organized  religious  bodies  are 
the  groups  of  "Jesus  freaks,"  young  people  who  cone  to  the 
city  to  seek  a  neaning  to  their  lives  or  to  escape  respon- 
sibilities placed  upon  then  by  their  parents  or  society  and 
who  find  relief  in  extrene  forns  of  reli^p-on.  Christian  and 
othend.se.     Tlds  developnent  has  in  turn  created  a  snail 
nui.iber  of  " decent anination  squads"  who  search  the  cities  for 
lost  sons  or  daughters  and  atter.pt  to  "deprogran"  youths  who 
have  unknoxdngly  lapsed  into  the  pattern  of  alloxdng  soneone 
else  to  do  their  tliinlcLng  for  then. 
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Tills  particular  biblioEraphy  atterptc  to  pull  together 
works  wluch  are  analytical  in  nature,  those  wliich  describe 
or  atterrpt  to  analyze  the  interrelationsMps  of  the  city 
and  the  church.     For  that  reason,  nany  references  fron  nevrs- 
paperc  and  liagazines  have  been  excluded.     Also,   because  of 
the  volune  of  Material,  nost  of  the  articles  fron  the  journal 
The  City  Church  have  been  oritted,   although  the  reader  is 
well-advised  to  refer  to  that  journal  for  specific  naterial 
of  interest. 

There  was  a  tine  when  the  church  was  the  center  of 
connunity  life,  being  the  social  center  as  well  as  the  cultural 
and  noral  center  of  life.     Perhaps,   especially  in  the  city, 
that  day  is  gone.     But,  like  all  processes  that  appear  to 
operate  on  a  cyclic  basis,  perhaps  its  day  shall  cone  again.
